Determined Efforts of the Men to 


Escape the Voyage Around the 


Horn-U. S. Consul Here 


In a recent bearing1 at New York of 


the case of Thomas Graves, Christian 
Bauer, James Bradley and Peter Don- 
nelley against the ship "W. F. Bab- 
cock" before the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals, for the Second Cir- 
cuit, Judge Shipman rendered an 
opinion reversing the decree of the 
District Court, and remanding the case 
to that Court to be proceeded with 
as follows: to eater a decree dismiss- 
ing the libel so far as it relates to Don- 
nelley, Graves and Bradley with costs 
of both courts and <to enter a decree 
in favor of Christian Bauer for J67.62 
and interest from June 29, 1898, with 
his costs in both, Courts. 


The libellants, Graves et al. Joined 


the ship "W. F. Babcock" at San Fran- 
cisco on January 4, 1S96, and, having 
signed regular shipping articles as 
sailors, sailed upon a voyage ,to Hono- 
lulu and thence to New York. The 
libellante reached Honolulu in debt to 
he ship'and subsequently deserted in 
that port. iThey were arrested! and de- 
tained in the station house until the 
vessel was ready to sail, when they 
were taken on board by the police. 
Their previous debts to the ahip and 
he expenses incurred by the captain 
!or their arrest and ithe wages of 
laborers in their place and for the 
wilful breakage of a shop window by 
hree of them, exceeded the amount of 
their wages, and the owners of the ves- 
sel refuse payment except in the case 
of Bauer, to -whom it was admitted 
that $7.65 was due. The llbellants filed 
a libel against the ship to recover the 
satire amount of their monthly wagesr 
ess the advancements made before the 
arrival ait Honolulu. The testimony 
of the United States Cansul-General 
at Honolulu showed that the men in- 
entiona'lly deserted and that at least 
two of them intended to desert before

LICENSES. 


Phases Are Now Under 


< onsideration 


There is being considered at the Ex- 


ecutive Building not alone the pending 
House act for $200 licenses for "light 
wine and beer" establishments. It had 
been the purpose of the Cabinet to 
recommend legislation that would give 
licenses to hotels in the outer districts. 
It was not expected that the Govern- 
ment leaders would countenance in any 
way an extension of the traffic by cheap 
license for "wine and beer." A new 
question, quite local, has been pre- 
sented. It is complained of one saloon 
establishment in town that it is main- 
taining two distinct retail businesses 
under one roof and witfit but one 
license. There is to be an investigation. 


Some people are confident that the 


act for the $200 licenses will become 
a law. At least one company has been 
projected to operate in Honolulu and 
on Kaual under the proposed new con- 
cession. A member of the hui is now 
on the coast arranging for a new beer 
and for cheap wine and perhaps for 
other liquors. With bhis company it 
is the plan, so soon as the passage of 
the act is assured, to secure four lo- 
cations in Honolulu. One branch for 
iauai is on the list. A. gentleman who 
has considerable influence in the House 
is said to be a ailent member of the 
hui.

Railway Case. 


A decision by Judge Perry sustains 


defendant's demurrer in the case of the 


arriving in the port andi that the Hawaiian Commercial Company against 
charges made by them of 111 usage 
were unfounded:. The United States 
levlsed Statutes bearing upon the ar- 
est and detention of seamen In cases 
of desertion and the Consul's action 
elating thereto are Hbecally quoted. 
The Opinion states: "In consequence 
>f their (Graves, Dorenelley and Brad- 
ey) persistent refusal to return to 
duty on board the ship and their 
hraats of violence, there ia no room 
to contend that the proper charges for 
heir arrest and detention, .the wages 
>f their substitutes and the amount 
which was necessarily paid by the 
ship to the authorities as a penalty 
or the wilful and malicious breakage 
>f a shop window • * » should not 
ie deducted from their wages." 
These men when here gave .to their 


hip, the United States Consul-General 
and the police no end' of trouble. They 
were determined to escape the trip 
around the Horn if possible. Their 
final lawless act was to deleberately 
rreak windows while being taken In 
care of poMce from the station to the 
water front

The Sake Trade. 


There is a disposition on the part of 


a number of public men, several of 
whom have a direct influence upon leg- 
islation, to reduce the duty on sake, the 
Japanese wine A tax known to be al- 
most at the prohibitive mark, was 
placed upon it by the last Legislature 
as a favor to California atad Califor- 
nia wine. The act was vetoed by 
President Dole, but passed over his ob- 
jections. Now it is being discussed 
with a view to revision. The fact is 
that the trade and the revenues have 
both been materially reduced by the 
"discriminating" legislation and that 
the Japanese have done no end of 
grumbling, that In mamy'quarters has 
been endorsed as being folly Justified 
The act will be up in a few days.

OLD "AUSTRALIA." 


Capt. Houdlette Writes of 
His 


Trip to. Alaska. 


Capt Houdlette, of the 8. S. Austra- 


lia writes to San Francisco from Seat- 
tle as follows: 


"Here we are back at Seattle after 


going the rounds—first Seattle, then 
Tacoma, then, Pont Townsend., then 
Victoria, Juneau and Skaguay, back to 
Junean and Seattle. We ihad 445 pas- 
sengers, horses, cattle and donkeys, 
and quarters of beef and mutton the 
•whole length of the deck. 


"I think the whole community has 


gone mad. Men -who call themselves 
as gentlemen lose all signs of gentility 
when they start for the mines and 
act more like beasts than anything 
else. 
"We went from Victoria out the 


strata outside of Vancouver Island 
up to latitude 56 degrees 20 minutes 
north, then in by Cape Ommersey, 
hence we had only 243 miles of Inland 
steaming. I think by keeping outside 
all the time we shall come out all right, 
although we have to pass some pretty 
bad places and If It should happen 
to snow or get thick It would make you 
feell very uncomfortable, for the water 
is of such great depth that one cannot 
anchor.

"You 
never saw such a mob as there 


is now here, all madly rushing for the 
gold fields. There are thirty-five ves- 
sels carrying passengers from Port- 
land and Seattle to <Dyea and Skaguay, 
and all are going full, with more 
freight than they can carry.

Shores Marked With Wreckage 


Kahuku Plantation Hit Hard. 
Roads-Boulders-Repair Plans. 


iW. E. Rowell, Superintendent of 


Public Wortes, arrived1 in town yester- 
day afternoon, rather bedraggled and 
•entirely -worn out, having made a tour 
•of the Island on horseback. He left 
the city for Koolau on Saturday morn- 
ing. Over the Pali he •was Joined by 
Won. Henry, a prominent-Road Super- 
visor. Later Mr. Weight of Kaanku 
plantation made the party a trio 'to 
Waimea. 


IThe first Inspection of a big pilikia 


was at Kahana, where a large bridge 
had been carried away. The abutments 
are nob beyond! repair. Moat of the 
planking can be used' again, but nearly 
all of the heavy timbers were either 
carried away out to sea or badUy brok- 
en up. Men are already working on 
the foundations and-in a couple of 
weeks the bridge will be all righ 
Again. Near Kahana the flood cut a 
trench 100 feet in width. This will be 
filled tor a roadway and provided with 
a culvert. 


At Punahra two bridges are gone 


but most of the material is saved. 
Here is another ttrencli 100 feet wide 
cut by the rushing waters and must be 
spanned a bridge. 


At 'Baunla the bridge remained and 


amxtiher bridge near Hauula was able to 
stand all pressure. 


(At Lale the 40-foot bridge is gone 


and the stream which, it spanned is 
widened 10 feet. There will be requir 
ed a new bridge 60 feet long. On the 
beach near iLade, Mr. Rowell notice* 
hundreds of dead eels. It is his belle 
that they were killed by the gtrea 
quantity of muddy -water which fillet 
the lagoon. 


At Laiewai the 60-foot bridge is gone 


but the abutments are not hunt The 
wreckage of this bridge struck and oar 
rted away the Kahuku plantation rail 
way bridge which Mr. Weight la now 
replacing, having borrowed from tflu 
Government for the work a pile driver 


Mr. Rowell reports very heavy dam 


age to the cane and field's of Kahuku 
plantation. Great quantities of bould 
ers were carried down from the hills 
in the cane fields and there can be no 
irrigation till new furrows have been 
made. In some places large areas o 
cane have been leveled. There may 
be seen in the road dozens of oordB o 
wood, much of it washed dear over 
the cane fields during the high water 
An enormous amount of new field work 
will be required on a great part of tthe 
plantation. 


The Waimea 'bridge was 450 feet long 


with many thousands of feet of timbe 
and several tons of metal In it No 
a vestige of this material is to be seen 
"It has gone," Mr. Rowell says, "to 
Kauai, or somewhere else." It was al 
taken out to sea with force that can 
scarcely be imagined. One of the foun- 
dations remains TTbe other is missing 
entirely. 


Mr. Rowell crossed the stream in a 


canoe and had a native boy take his 
horse away back mauka to ford the 
stream. The very largest trees were 
brought down from the hills and the 
natives say the trees came along end 
over end like circus perfortnera turning 
handsprings 
The neat little coffee 


plantation that Andrew Cox of Waia- 
lua had in a bit of a natural park there 
Is wiped away and the grove is cover- 
ed wtth heavy bowlders. Two houses 
"built upon sand" were torn down and 
the lumber carried away by natives 
•w<ho saw that the cottages would surely 
go in a stoort time. On the hillsides 
between Kahnku and Waimea there 
are evidences of considerable land 
slides. 
On- the flats everywhere are 


fields of bowlders. Some of the stones 
weigh, half a ton and more 
From 


Waimea to Walalua, there is another 
long field of bowlders 


From Koolauloa to Waimea whenever 


the road had crossed a dry gulch the 
road Is no more. It has a simply been 
obliterated. 


At WaJalua two streams now enter 


the harbor instead of one and It -will 
be neceasarr to span both with bridges. 
Between the mouths of the streams 
there was made during the flood a 
landspit that has made e shallow basin 
of the former deep water anchor&gc 
Tor steamers and schooners. The reef 
all about the harbor Ig covered with 
trees. There had been over the origin- 
al Waialua stream a foot bridge 120 
feet long. There had been handed in 
a requisition for money to make this 
a bridge for teams. Tbe foot bridge 
was carried away la section*. One 
part was stopped 300 feet from It* pro- 
per p'ltc* and the other half wa» car- 
ried to the sea. Nearly all of the ma- 
terial n&ftteen eared. 


At Oprolu two 60-foot bridges are

MISSION CHILDREN SOCIETY. 


The regular monthly meeting of the 


Hawaiian 'Mission Children's Society 
was held Saturday evening at the home 
of (Mr. J. B. Atberton. There were 
about fifty present. The meeting was 
opened with singing, and a prayer by 
Rev. 8. E. Bishop. A solo by Miss 
Hyde was beautifully rendered. 


Rev. S. E. Bishop gave remintecenes 


of a trip from Wahnea to Kallua in 
1836. 
The start waa made in Mardh 


The children were carried by the na- 
tives. Natives also carried the food 
and luggage. (They were paid in fish 
hooks, twine, knives and other naefu 
things. A dozen natives could be hdrei 
for about 75 cents a day. The metho* 
of starting a fire by means of rubbing 
sticks together waa very interesting 
The natives would take a piece of dry 
hau wood and make a narrow groove in 
it. Then taking another sharp piece ol 
bard wood (hey would rub it back an< 
forth in this groove. A fine dust woult 
be formed, which, after vigorous rub- 
bing would begin to smolder and then 
break into a flame from which they 
would kindle the fire. They passed by 
many small settflements of the natives 
Often services were held!. They also 
went to the crater of Kilauea. In 
many respects it is now very similar 
to wtiiat it was then. 


Miss (McDonald spoke of the life o 


Ruskin. She spoke of the change that 
had taken place In the world. In for 
mer times people thought that th 
world Should serve them rather than 
that they should serve the worta. Now 
men seek to serve their fellow men 
The spirit of Christ has brought abou 
this change. We find the spirit in 
wadch Christ said- "I came not to be 
ministered unto, but to minister," has 
so come down the ages that the work 
has caught the spirit of Christ. To b« 
of service to the world rather than to 
have the world serve them is coming 
to be Che spirit of the .age. 


(Most people admire Ruskin as a 


writer rathen than a philanthropist 
Two years ago, Miss McDonald listen- 
ed to a sermon on Ruskin. 
The 


thoughts so impressed1 her that she be- 
gan to study him. She den said she 
would like to give a few things of In- 
terest in the life of John Ruskin as a 
great missionary—for he was great in 
tihla capacity. He waa born In 1819 In 
London, 
His father waa a man ol 


wealth and influence. He was weli 
educated. He was as well a great Bible 
student It is well to remember that 
his wonderful literary style and Hte- 
rary ability is due to a great extent to 
his knowledge of the Bible. His works 
rank second to none in this country. 


Ruskin Inherited from his father 


about one million- dollars. He received 
over a half a million of dollars from 
tihe sale of his works. They are bring- 
ng in continually & large sum which 
he made a trust fund for helpless peo- 
ple. 
He first determined bo give one- 


tenth of his fortune to charity. He 
said after a short time that tiria was 
not sufficient, and he gave one-half.

GrajMc Account of tie Flood In 


One District 


SEVERAL BRIDGES SWEPT AWAY 


Nearly Two I -ch- a of Rain In Om 


Hour—People ».Fled for Their 
Lives-Water On All Lowlands. 


(Special Correspondence from Hana- 


pepe, Kaual). 


For a week all this section/ 'has been 


deluged with rain. At Eleele 1% inches 
of water fell in one hour. 


The climax came at midnight, March 


26. The bridge at Hanapepe, the new 
bridge at Lawai and the three or four 
new ones built on the road being con- 
structed north of Koloa, whlcu is a 
short cut from tLawal to Lihne, were 
carried away. 


The Waimea bridfee is damaged—no 


passable, but not carried off. In Wai- 
mea the water rose over all the low 
land, coming into Mr. Hofgaard's store. 
In Koloa It was 'the same, flooding al 
the low land and rising high enough 
to submerge the bullock carte in the 
plantation corral. At Lawai, WaW- 
•awa. and all the above places, rice suf- 
fered more or leas and in etime places 
was destroyed. 


Hanapepe had no immunity from 


the torrent. Water rose about nine 
feet, and all one could hear above the 
pouring floods, was the Japanese or 
Chinese saying, "Too muchey plllkia,' 
with a prolonged, voluoninous em- 
phasis on the "too." Numerous lan- 
terns were seen aftove the surface ol 
the flood lighting the refugees to plaini 
of safety. Now and then a pig went 
down the stream, and! an other pig wltl 
a rope around its hind leg and the 
owner at the other end of the rope 
went less easily to higher ground. One 
Portuguese was rudely awakened fron 
his deep slumbers, and Jumped out o 
bed into a foot of water on his floor 


iBis chickens were already among 


the lamented and his cow had to be 
driven to higher ground. The wate 
rose two feet high in some houses am 
people had to wade waist deep to get 
out It rose to<the steps of the teach 
er*s cottage and within four inches of 
the floor of the school house. Here an< 
there fences and outbuildings are car 
ried off, and the remaining ones are 
loaded with weeds. 


The Hanapepe bridge was made o 


heavy timbers and when the water rose 
to it a mass of rushes and debris was 
collected. Against this the water press- 
ed and rose until the bridge gave way 
As soon as the bridge broke the water 
fell 18 or 20 inches. I am told tha 
the bridges at Waimea, Hanapepe am 
Wailua were carried away some 1' 
years ago. Since the Hanapepe bridge 
costing about $8,000, was built in 1885 
water has been up to It a number o 
times, and in one case waa aix inches 
over the floor 


Prom this disaster a few points are 


worth noting, for the construction of a 
new bridge. It should be raised some 
two feet and then the lower timbers 
would be above high water, the 
substructure should offer as little re- 
sistance to water as possible; the ap- 
proaches should be as low as the im- 
mediate grade to the bridge would per 
mlt. In order that the flood water mlgh 
have extra room for escape. The 
bridge could be strengthened for these 
extreme occasions by running cables 
possibly old steam plow cables, to the 
banks and there anchor them in ex- 
cavations filled (wlth sufficient rook. I 
believe thlA simple addition would have 
saved Hanapepe bridge and; probably 
the others.

Jared C. Smith, assistant agroatolo- 


-gtet of the United States, publishes his 
views regarding the sugar industries. 


He Bays: "The Hawaiian cane in-; 


dustry Is a bugaboo conjured up to 
scare the people, and la being used as 
such by. men who have other ends in 
view." 


Bat his conclusions are not very 


comforting to us. He tells the Ameri- 
can people that "caae sugar cultivation 
ia doomed to become extinct except in 
those parts of the tropics which have 
exceptionally rich soil, and an unlimit- 
ed supply of cheap labor." .He urge* 
the American farmer to believe that the 
eugar beet industry will finally crush 
the cane sugar industry and therefore, 
there is nothing to fear from th~e indus- 
try in Hawaii. Consequently, ttihere will 
be no haxtt in annexation. 
. . . . 


In proving his statement»-Mr.T«mith 


refers to ln« recent report ol the Royal 
British commission on tie depressed1 
condition of the sugar industry of the 
"West indies. 
One recommendation 


made by the commission, he cites, and 
•we refer to It, because it is in line with 
our own views. "It recommends^ the 
cfetablishmemt of a botanic garden, 
with branch stations in each of the 
principal Islands, the whole under the 
supervision of an imperial officer. Each 
botanical station should then be ac- 
tively engaged in the introduction and 
distribution of economic plants, the 
•dissemination of information in regard 
to the same, and each should be sup- 
plied -with suitable men capable of giv- 
ing "the necessary instruction and as- 
sistance in agriculture." It recommends 
aid to vessels that will transport fruit 
to foreign markets, and aid to those in 
Jruit culture. 


This is the advice of an able com- 


mission to whom was committed the 
charge of saving the West India colo- 
nies from bankruptcy. 


Our own people, utterly dependent 


upon the same Industry, do not seem 
to realize that we need to follow the 
same in order to diversify our own in- 
dustries. The sunn of $12,000 is pro- 
posed by the Legislature for the estab- 
lishment of an experiment station. The 
sum is hardly sufficient to pay for the 
quality of "brains" that are needed for 
a superintendent alone. The amount de- 
signated is utterly insignificant, in 
view of our necessities. The proposed 
appropriation shows .that the subject is 
not grasped by the Legislature. The 
American Congress refused, last year, 
to vote money to buy iron plates for 
the Ibattleships. A few days ago, it 
voted $50,000,000 for war preparation. 
It realized the critical situation. We 
must realize our critical situation. The 
United States can buy warships at once 
with $50,000,000. We cannot buy in- 
dustries. They must be established by 
bard, patient labor, by new and train- 
ed men, by a live and common senti- 
ment and belief that through them, en- 


Ish trick* to Washington, 
pense, will betray and ruto them. 


Though the .fingers of these igno- 


rant leaders have severely suffered 
from contact with the Ttouraton buzz 
eaw, the native will not known tt 
These leaders now tell the people that 
they have defeated the ratification of 
the treaty. The native believes it. The 
coincidence of their visit to Washing- 
ton, and the withdrawal of the treaty 
to give place to the joint resoluiUon, 
will be regarded by them as evidence 
of the political power of the native 
commissioners. Here again the native is 
deceived. For on the exposure of the 
bogus petition by Mr. TJmraton, itihe au- 
thars of it loot credit with Congress, 
for honesty, patriotism, veracity and 
political wisdom. More than that, they 
led Congress to infer that the natives 
take no interest in preserving their to5 
dependence, for if they did, they would 
have signed the .petition. The poor na- 
tives Will again be called upon to' sup- 
port -these miserable fakes. 
Their 


loyalty to their own racial Independ- 
enoe is wealthy of better guidance. 


EXEMPTIONS 
FROM 
TAXATION. 


' The question of exempting church 
property and property devoted to char- 
itable uses, from taxation,-becomes 
more perplexing every day. The theory 
of .taxation was formerly imperfectly 
understood', and even at the present 
time is far from satisfactory. 


But there is tendency to accept one 


general proposition on .the subject, that 
only property owned by the Govern- 
ment, for the 'benefit amd use of all 
should be exempt Just so far as thia 
rule is departed from, ft permits dan- 
gerous precedents to be established. It 
enables sectarian interests to obtain 
preferences. 


The State Regents of New York re- 


cently published the fact that the value 
of the property and endowments of col- 
leges, professional institutes and tech- 
nical schools has increased within 
seven years from $39,045,604 to $77,148,- 
944, or inearly doubled. The theory of 
exemption relieves much of this prop- 
erty which is entirely sectarian from 
its share of the burden of supporting 
the Government 
Moreover, it casts 


upon the many, the total population, 
the entire burden of protecting all prop- 
erty. This means unequal burdens. It 
is difficult to draw the line between the 
charitable and non-charitable institu- 
tions. The more complicated the so- 
cial forces become, the more numerous 
the questions arise. Then sectarian 
disputes arise. Owing to the wisdom 
and business forethought of the leaders 
of the Roman Catholic Church it pos- 
sesses more property in many of the 
States of the American Republic than 
other denominations, and therefore de- 
mands larger exemption from taxation. 


Churches and institutions for chari- 


table uses, excepting those owned by 
the Government for the common bene- 
fit of all, should not be themselves, the 
objects of Government charity. Con- 
tributing to the expense of their own 
protection, they stand on the same 
ground as do all other Interests. A man 
who does good with his money does 
not ask for exemption. 


Our large mixed population 
calls 


upon us for special care in tlhls matter. 
If the rule of exemption is extended, 
there is no reason why the Asiatics 
should not receive the benefit from it in 


tering the world's markets, we may se- . ^ ma|ntenance of organizations dn- 
eore prosperity to a growing class of 'tende(j to enforce the doctrines of 
intelligent people on these Islands. 
'Buddha and Confucius,

We are educating these young people 


to become, under certain circumstances 
a dangerous class, or under other dr- 
cnmstancea to become a most desirabjd 
class. But it looks as If they were al- 
ready educated beyond the plantations, 
as now conducted. 


LAND TITLES. 


The need of a lam for granting land 


titles becomes more apparent every 
year. The able report of Representa- 
tive Robertson makes it clear. It is uil- 
Just, absurd, and Impolitic that there 
should be any more difficulty in detejts* 
mining the title of land, than it is lit 
determining the title to a horse. Latent 
defects in titles cause uncertainties in 
values, .and involve much expense in 
ascertaining true ownership. In 
United States, the imperfect .boundaries 
and titles to lands covered by Spanish-, 
grants, amounting to many millions ot 
acres, caused so much loss and annoy- 
ance, that a few years ago, Congress 
passed laws, toy which, in a speedy,; 
manner, the titles to these grants could, 
be Judicially determined. The object. 
of these laws is to enable any one 
claiming title to a grant to bring into 
Court, by due process of law, not only; 
those openly claiming title in opposi-" 
lion, but all others, and to compel them 
to substantiate their claims. 


Cases are constantly occurring here-, 


where the most careful examination, 
of titles by expert lawyers, does not 
disclose defects of titles. Intereste 
vested by the marriage relation, are: 
often especially difficult to ascertain. 
The records of deaths and marriages 
have been imperfectly kept The con-' 
sequence is that it has become quite a 
trade among the native lawyerB,.we are'; 
told, to hunt up flaws in titles and put' 
the possessors of property, who have 
paid full values, to much expense and 
annoyance in protecting themselves. 


The tendency in all progressive coun- 


tries is towards making simple and per- 
fect all land tenures.

An American paper presents a very 
leasant picture of the value of the beet 
adustry to a community: 


"Before the eugar factory was built, 


, Utah, was a very ordinary settls- 


lent; ita picturesque surroundtags and 
ertile soil did not make a market for 
the farmer's products, and up to the 
ate of the establishment of the sugar 
actory (there was little more than a 
bare living for the farmer; he had no

pianos and other luxuries are not un- 
icmamon. I^arm values are high now, 
whereas in the days before the factory 
came, they were very low. The quali- 
ty of other crops with which they alter- 
nate their beets is much Improved, and 
the quantity is much greater." An air 
of thrift pervaded the entire commun- 
ty. New homes were being built and 
niblio improvements made, and Lehi, 
Jtah, stands today as a living illustra- 
tion of the results of a good market for 
'arm product to first hainds with no 
middle hands between."

THE WAIL OF A HAWAIIAN. 


The -remarkable and pathetic letter 


of a native woman, .which aippears in 
another column, is worthy of a most 
serious reply. It is a clear and singu- 
larly comprehensive summing up of the 
situatioto, front the native standpoint. 
She challenges Christian civilization to 
Justify itself in its dealings iwith the 
natives. Can it do so? 


The author is, however, not correct 


In all of her statements of facts. It is 
not the descendants of the missionary 
teachers that have driven the natives 
to the wall, as she believes. It is a 
condition of things; the geographical 
situation, the reciprocity treaty, the' 
terrible thirst for gold in Christian 
countries, the willingness of the na- 
tives to part with their homesteads, 
their own thriftieasness, the peaceful 
but relentless racial conflict, that crea- 
tes the painful situation of the author 
of this letter, and of her associates. 


She must remember that millions of 


women in Christian England and Am- 
erican are, from the cradle to the grave, 
confronted with worse conditions. The 
distress of innocent women and chil- 
dren, pitiable and unchangeable, in the 
great cities, has not been relieved, to 
any large extent as yet, by the power of 
the Gospel of Christ The Hawaiians, 
in a much less degree, have their share 
of it. Thousands of American seam- 
stresses, educated to have "wants," 
would regard the condition of tfie In- 
telligent author of this letter as almost 
a tropical dream, in comparison with 
their own miserable surroundings. The 
author, let us admit, Justly complains 
of the competition of the foreign wo- 
men.

Some of 
the most serious thinkers today now 
Justly complain of the error, if not the 
crime of educating the head In advance 
of *he hand. Surely enough, there are 
millions of people in the free and "hap- 
py" land of America, who are despond- 
ent and miserable because they cannot 
supply their .wants, under the same 
conditions which would make Euro- 
peans "wild with Joy." We ihave on 
these Islands Americans who are mis- 
erable, because they cannot supply 
their "wants." 


The early teachers of the natives 


acted according to their best light, and 
if the natives only knew it, rendered 
to them an inestimable service in es- 
tablishing law and order, and social 
Justice. They had no despotic power to 
keep off the white devils, as the British 
Government does today in the Fiji 
Islands, so that no white man, or Asia- 
tic can compete in many ways with the 
natives, unless with the consent of the 
enlightened Imperial power in London 
Nor would our natives have permitted 
them to usurp the power to do so. The 
caUvea. unfortunately perhaps, musl 
take their chances -with the rest of 
| manltind. 


No doubt Christian civilization owes 


a duty to them. 
It has not yet 


discharged all of that duty. It i» a 
farce Indeed to educate these Hawaiian 
girls to the ne*d end appreela-tlc-n o 
belter homes, of better living, and then 
when they are ready for them, find 
them no ways of m<*t!n* «»« re 
needs.

SENATE. 


Thirty-fifth Day, April 4. 


A communication was received from 


tJie House announcing the passage of 
and transmitting House bill 39 relating 
to tax appeals. 


Substitute House bill 5 relating to 


licenses was -reported from the Print- 
Ing Committee read by title and eent to 
the Commerce Committee, Senate bill 
24 relating to the submisson of differ- 
ences to the Supreme Court was receiv- 
ed from the same committee, read by 
title and sent to tihe Judiciary Commit- 
tee. 
The same course was pursued 


with Senate bill 25, amending the law 
of appeals and bills of exception. 


If the amendments returned from the 


Judiciary Committee to the House bill 
regulating t-he release of dower are 
accepted, it will be possible for mar- 
ried women to give their power of at- 
torney to persons other than their hus- 
bands. It is calculated by the promo- 
ters of the bill that this will greatly 
facilitate real 
estate 
transactions. 


Heretofore, Senator Brown explained, 
titles have been refused on the ques- 
tion of women releasing their rights of 
dower. Sometimes they have given 
their power of attorney to their bus- 
bands. Attorneys have believed Chat 
this In vesting the whole dispoeflticm of 
property In the husband and might be 
considered contrary to existing laws, 
inasmuch as ithey were enacted to pre- 
vent euch a result Sometimes attor 
neys have hesitated when the power of 
attorney has been given to fe. person 
other than the 'husband. The present 
Mil provides for transferring the pow- 
er. The bill passed second reading and 
went to the Revision Committee. Third 
reading was set for Wednesday. 


Senator Holstein introduced a. bill to 


amend the laws relating to bankruptcy, 
making regulations, among others, for 
cases which shall be heard only in the 
circuit where the alleged bankrupt has 
bad bis headquarters. 


Senator Rice was excused from at 


tendance for the remainder of the 
week. 


The Public Lands Committee recom- 


mended that the plat of ground at Aala 
be set apart for a public recreation 
ground instead of a park. They also 
recommended that the old Maklki base- 
ball ground be made a public recrea- 
tion ground as well. Their report to 
that end was received to be considered 
later with the bill. 


In their report to the Senate, the 


Finance Committee brought In an 
amendment to the tax law of 1896 
which alters Section 68 of the old law 
Instead of Section 25 as proposed In the 
House bill which the committee was 
considering. The new clause proposed 
by the committee is that nothing in the 
section shall be so construed as to au- 
thorize the tax assessor to demand a 
statment of the affairs of any person 
or copartnership conducting a purely 
mercantile business. The new bill pass- 
ed the first reading and went to the 


merce Committee.

Earnest Talk Now of a Dry Dock 


In the Coral-Some of the Stand- 


ing Reasons for Moving. 


(From Thursday's Daily.) 


The city district which has so long con- 


tained the site of the Honolulu Iron 
Works will soon be minus the smoke from 
the furnaces, the reports of the hot blast- 
Ings, the hum of the machinery and the 
wild clang-Ing df the hammers. This great 
industrial plant of the mid-Pacific is to 
be moved. 
Negotiations for new land 


have been under way for several weeks, 
Mr. Swanzy, the vice-president of the 
company, said last evening that the trans- 
action would In all likelihood be closed 
today. Further than this he would not 
proceed when asked for information. 


It is learned that the Honolulu Iron 


Works Company has secured from the 
B P. Bishop Estate six acres of land in 
Kakaako on a long lease—Bald to be fifty 
years. It Is understood that the company 
will secure the prize It has so long covet- 
ed—use of harbor front, with the priv- 
ilege of having Its own marine railway 
and coffer dam on the premises. The 
Bishop Estate land at deep water is mau- 
ka immediately of the Healani boat house. 
The location chosen is in every way admir- 
ably adapted to the uses of the Iron 
Works Company. It offers the advantage 
of the most economical handling of the 
enormous amount of shipping repair trada 
that has grown up during the past few 
years and that is increasing constantly. 
Another great feature for the company 
will be that its great cargoes of materlai 
can be landed at the storage yards. This 
alone will save thousands of dollars an- 
nually. The Iron Works Company is one 
of the best patrons the drayage concerns 
have. 


Every effort had been made by the Iron 


Works people to use the small space at 
tne old stand. But the business has sim- 
ply extended beyond the proportions of 
the place. In Kakaako there will be built 
large structures after the style experience 
ha» proven will be best suited to the ex- 
act work of the company. In providing 
these buildings there will be expended lit- 
erally fortunes in material and labor. An 
army of men will be employed in con- 
struction work. It is said to be the set- 
•Jlfi'3 purpose to move to the new place 
without unnecessary delay. For a long 
time the Iron Works people have been 
cramped at the present compound. From 
time to time small bits of ground have 
teen secured from adjoining possessions 
»nd within a very few months new build- 
ings of considerable size have been add- 
ed. 


This new turn of the Iron Works will 


have a marked effect in several direc- 
tions in Honolulu. It is anticipated that 
a new residence district will appear. Tha 
force of men will be increased. More 
work will come, as it will be advertised 
all over the world that the largest ships 
afloat can be repaired in Honolulu. In 
all likelihood the plant will be so extend- 
ed in the new location that vessels of 
considerable size can be built right in 
Honolulu.

people are under the Impression that when 
„ pattern is ready, this sand, perhaps 
slightly moistered, Is packed around the 
form, that then the form Is withdrawn 
and the molten metal poured In. Well, 
the sand is only a portion of the mold 
composition. Every year the Iron Works 
Company uses tons of flour and thousands 
of gallons of molasses to mix with the 
Imported sands for molding. Once made 
the molds are baked In a huge oven and 
then faced with plumbago. They are 
then almost like Iron. Mr. Smith looks 
after all this, and much more. 
This 


new high pressure cylinder will weigh 
out fn the neighborhood of four tons. To 
be certain of enough metal, with several 
technical allowances, the head molder had 
five tons of Iron melted up for the run. 
It was picked scrap, too. Old castings 
are smashed up down there in rather a 
primitive way. They are laid out under 
a tripod derrick and a massive weight 
is hauled up by steam and dropped on 
them. A casting like the high pressure 
cylinder is quite open and cools rapidly In 
comparison to the "setting" of a roller, 
for Instance. After the casting Is released 
by the chief molder it goes to th6 head 
man of the machine shops, Mr. Cushlng- 
ham, in this instance He must see that 
the trimming and finishing are properly 
done. On a large piece like the cylinder 
twenty-five or thirty men are employed 
under the direction of the master mechan- 
ic for a couple of days. When a job like 
this is completed, It Is a. handsome thing 
to look upon—new and shining, a tribute 
to the skill of a whole lot of trained and 
careful men who take the greatest pride 
in their work. When the cylinder Is de- 
livered to the Wilder Company, Engineer 
Johnson places it In the Kinau. This part 
will be done In quite a rush, for the pre- 
sent is the busy season with the company 
In the transportation line and the vacation

It 
will expand, I am certain, quite well 
beyond the limits of all calculations 
now made, rphere will be a good many 
more mills built in these Islands, and 
from this time on the Iron Works will 
have the construction, maintenance 
and Improvement of all of them. We 
know by experience Just what Is need- 
ed. We have the confidence of the 
planters and with new facilities can 
make much better figures In competi- 
tion than we have been able to offer 
in the past. 


"Let me whisper to you that very 


likely before the first plans are com- 
pleted a dry dock will be added' to the 
scheme. It must come sooner or later, 
and here are men who will be listened 
to who are urging that it might Just 
as well be provided now as later. The 
shipping in and out of this port is in- 
creasing enormously. It is going ahead 
with a growth of regular strides and 
Honolulu is the point for repairs and 
supplies in the Pacific. There will be 
a new and well patronized roadstead 
when the Nicaragua canal is built, and 
that canal is assured now that Admiral 
Walker and his colleagues are working 
earnestly in the matter and have the 
endorsement and assistance ot the ad- 
ministration at Washington and of all 
the prominent public men in the Unit- 
ed States The Spanish war scare will 
give the canal movement a heavy im- 
petus. The dry dock here could be 
easily provided The Hong Kong wella 
could be equalled here very cheaply 
by digging out the soft coral. The con- 
struction cost will be nothing In com- 
parison to what it is elsewhere. Then 
any ship afloat can be handled just as 
well here as at any other port in the 
world. Thai will bring the business.

Portuguese Have Been 
and are Still Prospering. 


All Can Buy Land If They Save 


Their Earnings-He Believes Por- 


tuguese Will Stay. 


MR. EDITOR;—With further reference 


to your leader of. March 22d, headed, 
"DriTlng away good men," and also to 
my reply thereto, and your rejoinder; I 
would say that I beg to differ entirely 
both with what you did Infer and -with 
what you Bay you meant to infer. 


The plantations are not driving away 


good men, but on the. contrary are an- 
xious to keep them, and are offering them 
great Inducements to remain In this place, 
where as, you admit they "nave pros- 
pered," and where I will speedily show 
they are still prospering. On this planta- 
tion alone are nine Portuguese families, 
the heads of which are receiving not less 
than $40 per month cash, some of them 
considerably more. 
Besides this, they 


have house, garden, water, and fuel free. 
The Government maintains a free 'school 
for their children; and the plantation 
company has built, equipped, and pays 
running expenses of a kindergarten for 
their little ones. 
Their children over 


school age are given suitable employment 
at a liberal wage, and have every chance 
to become lunas, engineers, or skilled ar- 
tisans at a high rate of pay. As for 
what you say about them being only te- 
nants-at-wiH; that does not apply to the 
Portuguese alone, but to everyone else 
on the- place, from the manager down- 
wards. Also, it is only a temporary state 
of affairs; for a "good Portuguese" can. 
In a few years, save up enough money to 
become a land owner himself—as so many 
plantation employes, both are doing and 
have done in the past. Especially is this 
so when you come to consider the facili- 
ties the Government are offering for ev- 
eryone who wishes to own and cultivate 
land of their own. Look around in other 
countries and show me where the Portu- 
guese can go to better themselves. There 
is nothing in this country, after they 
have shaken off their clannlshness, and 
showed a capacity to amalgamate them- 
selves with the general community; there 
is nothing, I repeat, to prevent them from 
having Just the same chances as anyone 
else. There is no discrimination against 
them simply because they are Portuguese 
but the great law of supply and demand 
has' freer play in this country than in 
almost any other; and if a man shows a 
capacity to do anything better than other 
people can, employes will give him the 
preference, in spite of his nationality 
Look at the slopes of Punchbowl, look at 
Kula, and many other fair spot on these 
Islands where the Portuguese are flour- 
ishing, and remember that nearly all o{ 
them got their start out of what they 
saved on the plantations. I will own 
many of them do not save, but 1 affirm 
that is in most cases entirely their own 
fault. Right here, I will give the state- 
ment of one of our men made to myself 
He said: "When I was living in Califor- 
nia, I was getting a .dollar and a half a 
day—when I worked, but I am doing bet 
ter here at $18 per month, with the other 
help I get, than I could in California 
My work was very unsteady, and I hat 
to pay rent for a house and had to have 
warmer clothing and pay for fuel; anc 
taking one thing with another, I am quite 
content to stay In Hawaii, because I am 
better off." 


Now, 
Mr. Editor, I do not believe you 


yourself think that the Portuguese are 
about to leave this country, or that any- 
one wants to drive them out. I give you 
credit for knowing that there is no place 
for them to go to better themselves. You 
ask me for "light" on the subject Well 
I do not quite see why I should help you 
out of your self-made difficulty, for my 
only object in writing was to contradict 
and disprove the glaring mis-statement 
that any Portuguese with a wife and fam- 
ily was expected to maintain them on 
$13.50 per month. I do not quite under- 
stand what you are driving at in working 
up a fictitious case against the planters 
and the Government. Tt may be high 
politics, bnt it is certainly too deep for 
me, so I give up the conundrum .and wil 
conclude by answering your question, 
whether I mean to intimate that a "de- 
cent Portuguese" can take care of hli 
wife and children on plantation wages, 
with a most emphatic—Tes I be both can 
and does, and he saves money besides. 
It is going on under mr own eyes, and 
facts 
are 
stubborn things which DO 


amount of inferences or newspaper talk 
can disprove.

The Bwa plantation with, Ite $1,000,- 
00 of capital, and 'the other planta- 


tion with $20,000,000 must be protected 
by come body of men. Who will pass 
the laws, both domestic and interna- 
ional, that make or break plantations. 
Some of us 'here are asking the ques- 
tion, wfco will protect this capital? who 
will make these laws? who will elect 
egtelators? who will maintain law and 
order? 


iMr. Lowrie knows that the dominant 


party here toas earnestly asked the 
Jnlted States to annex.the Islands, on 
the ground that we, the Anglo-Saxons, 


cannot stand alone." As the United 
States eeems unwilling to annex at pre- 
sent, and we must find, assistance 
among our own people, If It is possible. 
We torn, to the better class of Portu- 
guese among us, because they are near- 
ere to us, on the racial lines, and be- 
cause we have, so far, not brought Into 
these Islands any large number of our 
owto race. But of the 79,000 males on 
the Islands, there are less than three 
per cent of them who on racial lines, 
believe In American civilization here. 
The "high polities" that Mr. Lowrie 
sneera at, ds the politics which shall, if 
possible, increase the small percentage, 
by adding men, who will so sympa- 
thize with this civilization that it will 
jodn in making good government for 
the country. If Mr. Lowrie believes it 
can be sucured from Portuguese or any 
other labores who are merely tenants 
on plantations, homeless with no stake 
in the soil, he toas got to Had out that 
it Is this very class in the United States 
that creates disturbances, and breds 
momnranists and anarchists, and strik- 
es at capital. The Government now in 
power, amd its friends eagerly desire to 
do away with the "cold steel" that now 
stands behind it It must have a farm- 
er class, a class owning the land and 
loving it who will be large enough.'to 
maintain stability when the 97 per cent 
endanger it The Government knows 
that the Ewa plantation can only be 
protected from destructive legislation 
by such a class. 


We know that the prevailing feeltag 


among the intelligent Portugese is thai 
they cannot compete with the Asiatics 
in any pursuit, and that the Asiatic 
standard of wages in -the cane field wil 
be the standard in general. 


It Is the purpose of "high polities' 


to prevent this growing discontent 
among the Portuguese amd American 
laborers, by creating conditions which 
will, if possible, avoid undue friction 
"High politics" bangs, not on what Mr 
Lowrie thinks, but on what the intel- 
ligent Portuguese think, because whai 
they will do here is their affair, and 
not Mr. Lowrie's evidently, so far, they 
do not follow the example of Mr. Low- 
rie's nine men, amd we cannot make 
them. But the "three per cents." or 
Anglo-Saxons must in some way bring 
them into line, or they will line up on 
the other side, and make the laws and 
taxes which govern all plantations very 
undesirable. This case of the three per 
cents, against the 97 per cents, exists 
without, as Mr. Lowrie says, being our 
"aelfHmade difficulty." Facts are stub- 
born things, as he says, and the fact 
that only 1,562 
free Portugese laborers 


out of a total of 15,151 Portuguese peo- 
ple are on the plantations are especially 
stubborn things, and the reasons why 
they are not there are equally stubborn 
facts. We need not only "high poli- 
tics" but the highest politics in order 
to get out of a state of things which 
American Senators who oppose us say 
is the very reason the United States 
must not handle this Hawaiian affair 
—THE EDITOR].

last Monday, Mr. Kahaulelio, of Mani, 
voted against indefinite postponement 
of the Achi-Gear amendment to the 
Constitution. He stated at tie time 
that he intended to ultimately vote 
against the amendment under instruc- 
tions from his constituents. A public 
meeting has since been held at La- 
halna and a vote of want of confidence 
in Mr. Kahaulello has been passed. The 
member staid last evening that he was 
not at all worried about the vote, that 
it wa<« inspired from here by people 
who had been trrinft to use him and 
wan engineered at La.baina by personal 
enemies.

the Gayhead to thla port was under an- 
other captain, 


The first mate of the Andrew Hicks 


is Geo. Gillie, a half-caste of this Isl- 
and who has for several years been In 
the whaling business. 


The third mate is a man *by the name 


of Seymour who was boatswain's mate 
on the Hawaiian man-of-war Kaimiloa 
in 1889. He went from here to Japan 
when the Kaimiloa -was put out of com- 
mission and from there drifted back to 
the Coast. 


iMitchell is another half-caste from 


Honolulu who has spent about five 
years in the whaling business. He is 
a crafik boatsbeerer and one of the best 
men in the employ of the company 
that Is sending out such ships as the 
Andrew Hicks. He came aahore in the 
wihaleboat with the Captain, yester- 
day and, while here, had time to see 
his brother and sister as well as secure 
a red carnation lei to place around his 
hat. 


Mitch-ell has been very successful in 


the 'whaling business. Last year he 
"got" two whales and was remember- 
ed by the company for his- work.

Hawaiians have always "been, very 


in demand in the whaling busl- 


-ness anr Captain Shorey gave the rea- 
son for this In the following language: 
-"Hawaiians are fearless on the water. 
'They -will chase a whale when they 
know they are in the greatest danger 
and think it is the greatest fun. If 
a .boat is capsized ib makes no differ- 
*enoe to them for they can swim like 
fishes. I do not know of any people 
who are better suited for our business. 
They are absolutely fearless."

Reputed Transaction With Chinese 


Adjudged a Grave Offense. 


Chester Doyle returned from Lihue, 


Kaual, on the W. G. Hall Sunday morn- 
ing with J. Birt, the man charged with 
selling a mixture of poi for opium to a 
Chinaman on the Garden Isle a short 
time ago. Birt's capture here has al- 
ready been dwelt upon in these colu- 
mns. He was sent to Kauai and on 
Wednesday last, the writ of habeas 
corpus in the case of the Republic of 
Hawaii vs. J. Birt for gross cheat, was 
argued before Judge Hardy at Kapaa. 
Sheriff Coney appeared for the prosecu- 
tion amd Attorney G. D. Gear of this 
city for the defense. The whole fore- 
noon was spent in argument. Judge 
Hardy reserved his decision until Fri- 
day morning, at which time he denied 
the writ.

Saturday, the case was tried.

dant was fined $300 and coats. As it is 
claimed he spld his poi mixture to the 
Chinaman for $450 it appears he is 
something like $150 in pocket.

2 OP CHAPTER LX OP THE_ PENAL CODE; AND REPEALING 
SECTIONS 318 TO 330 OF THE CIVIL CODE. x

Bt it enacted ly the Legislature of the Republic of.Hawaii: 


SECTION, 1. Section 2 ol Chapter 1«X of the Penal Code is 


hereby amended to read as follows: 


"Section 2. As soon as any Coroner shall have notice of the 


death of any person, within his jurisdiction, supposed toTiave 
come to such death by poisoning, violence, or in any suspicious 
manner, he shall forthwith issue his summons to six good and 
lawful men, of the district where such death may have oc- 
curred, or in which the dead body may have .been found or is 
at the time lying, to appear before him at the time and place 
expressed in the warrant, and there to inquire upon the view 
of the body of-the deceased,-when,- how, and by what means he 
came to his death. 


In all cases of sudden death the Coroner shall inquire into 


the cause, and in his discretion shall cause an inquest to be 
held even" if he is not satisfied .that there are suspicious circum- 
stances attending the deatit; 


All persons summoned to B^rVe on a Coroner's Jury shall be

paid Two Dollars per day fo¥ each day's actual attendance; 
and if any person summoned^to serve on such Jury shall fail 
to appear, without reasonable excuse therefor, he may be fined 
by the Coroner, not exceeding Ten Dollars; and the Coroner 
may issue process to any Constable for the collection of any 
fines thus imposed."

SECTION 2. Sections 318 to 330 inclusive of the CivJl Code 


are hereby repealed. 


SECTION 3. This Act shall take effect from the date of pub- 


lication.

ACT 10. 


AN ACT PROVIDING FOR THE SUSPENDING OP SENTENCE IN 


CERTAIN GASES. 


Be it enacted by the Legislature of the Republic of Hawaii: 


SECTION 1. Any Judge of a Court of Record -or District 


Magistrate may, upon the motion of the Attorney-General, or 
Ms deputy, or other duly qualified prosecuting officer, suspend 
the sentence of any person convicted of a crime or misde- 
meanor before the Court over which such Judge or Magistrate 
is presiding, for any period not to exceed thirteen months from 
the date of the conviction of such person. 


SECTION 2. At any time within thirteen months after the 


date of conviction of any person in respect of whom sentence 
has been so suspended, the Court or Magistrate, having juris- 
diction of the case, shall, upon the request of the Attorney- 
General, or his Deputy, or other duly qualified officer, issue a 
summons citing such person to appear for sentence at the 
time and place in such summons stated. Should the person so 
cited fail to appear before the Magistrate or Court at the time 
and place named, the Court or Magistrate shall issue a war- 
rant for the arrest of such person. 


When such person shall BO appear or be produced before 


the Court in accordance with the terms of such summons or 
warrant, the Court or Magistrate shall proceed to impose sen- 
tence according to law. Such sentence shall thereupon be 
duly recorded and certified to the Marshal or his Deputy in 
the order for imprisonment or other punishment, as the case 
may be. 


If, in any case in which sentence has been suspended in ac- 


cordance with the provisions of this Act, sentence is not im- 
posed within thirteen months from the date of conviction, the 
person so convicted shall not thereafter be liable to sentence 
on such conviction. 


SECTION 3. For the purpose of this 'Act the Marshal or 


Deputy Marshal, any Sheriff or Deputy Sheriff shaJl be deemed 
to be a duly qualified prosecuting officer.
